Pag. 4. Some men wherever thcy meet with 
the word Chriſt in Scripture, alwayes underſtand

I have heard of ſome, that wherever they 
heard their Miniiter read the word 7eſ: in the 
New Teſtament, thought they were to under- 
ſtand by it, the Redeemer of Mankznd , and 
thercfore have devoutly bowed their Knees at 
the Name Feſus, when itſignifyed Foſhua, or 
him that was called 71s ; butof any men who 
thought that the word Chrili was alwayes in 
the New Teltzment to be underitood of the 
Perſon of Chriſt, did I never till I read this Au- 
thor herc, and I believe he iimſelf doth not 
think there arc any ſuch ; if he do, why then 
doth he ſay pag. 11. that it is acknowledged by 
all, chat Chriſt ſometimes ſignifyes the Church 
of Chriſt, Let us frame aSyllogiſm, If it be. 
acknowledged by all that the word Chr:/# doth 
tometimes fignifie the Church , then are there 
none who wherever they meet with the word 
Chriſt in Scripture, do alwayes underſtand it of 
the Perſon of ChrifF, But it is acknowledged 
by all, &c, Erge, If youcan anſwer this Syl- 
logiſm, ſo as not to make your friend either to 
contradict himſclf, or calumniate others, BY

ſhall I confeſs my ſelf to be what you imagine, 
ſomewhat Melancholly , and to necd a diver- 
ſion. _ 
Ibid. Chriſt is originally the name of an Office 
which the Fews call the Meſſias, or one anocred 
by God. 

"That a concrete or connotative term ſhould 
be oripinally the name of an Office, ſeems to me 
very itrange and uncouth, All term; that are 
denominative , ſignific twothings ; that which 


is denominated , and the form from which it is - 


denominated; fo muſt the word Chriſt needs 
ſignifie, and 1 deſpair of being referred to any 
place of Scripture where it ſignifies az Office, 
and not alſo the Perſon inveſted with the Office. 
But to ſay that the Jews call an Office the A7e/- 
ftas (a word of a Greek termination.) or one 
anointed by God, is to father ſuch a piece of 
prodigious Nonſence upon the Jews, as dare 
fay they would be loth to have laid at their 
doors. And yet this confident Gentleman takes 
upon him to give a-reaſon. of ſo groſs Non- 
ſence in theſe words, For under the Law, their 
Prophets, Prieſts, and Kings , were inveſted in 
their ſeveral Offices by the Ceremony of anointins 
them with Oyle, 1 will not be ſo ſevere as t 
bring this reaſon into the form of an argum*n- 
tation, leſt it ſhould create ſome horror in you : 
Make the words an intire or gbſolute Propofi- 
tion, and you will not much fancy it ; for indecd 
under the Law: the High-Prieftls in regular 
times were znveſted in their Office,with the Cerc- 
mony of anointing with Oyle ;, but ſo were not the 
inferiour Priests at any time ſave only the-firt. 
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As for the Prophets under the Law, Icannot find 
that any one of them was :unveſted 1 his Prophe- 
rical Office by the Ceremony of anointing with 
Oyle : which notwithſtanding, they might and 
perhaps were called, the Lords anointed, an 
ſo at this day may we call all Miniſters and 
Chriſtians, yet not becauſe they are anointed 
with Oyle ceremonially applyed to them when 
firſt they are put into the number of Miniſters 
or Chriitians. 

He adds, That the legal un{t ions were typical 
of that arvine unition the Holy Feſus received at 
his baptiſm when the Spirit of God deſcended 
01 himlike a Dove, and I think that choſe vn- 
Hons were typical, but doubt many of the Fews 
never under{tood their typicalneſs,and. do not ſee 
why they ſhould be thought only to have typi- 
fied the anointing of Chriſt at his baptiſm, He was 
anointed with the Holy Ghoſt, and with power at 
bis conception or incarnation, But be this as 
it will, I am unſatisfied with what follows 
page the 5th.

'Tis {transe 
preſumption for a youngDivine to ſay,that theſe 
Offices are not diſtinlÞ Offices in Chriſt,and never 
in the leaſt to ſuggeſt wherein the impropriety 
of ſo calling them doth lye. To find fault with 
forms of ſpeech generally uſed; and which may 
be retained without any inconvenience, and 
never to tell us where the faultineſs of thoſe 
forms of ſpeech lyes, does not become one who 
is minded to keep up a reputation of modeſty. 
The ſecond Propoſition is yet more ſtrange, hee 
Offices are not diſtinit Offices, but the ſeveral 
parts of Chriſt's Mediatory Kingdom, as if 
they might not be diſtinct Offices , and y«; 
parts. The third Propoſition is yet ſtrangelt © 
all, That theſe Offices are the ſeveral adminiStra- 
tions of Chrit's Mediatory Kingdom.

This is a ſtrain of new Divinity, ſo new that 
perhaps the world never ſaw itin Print, till it 
was ſo unhappy as to be peſtered with Socrnz. 
All the things here ſpoken of do agree to Chri#t 


as God-man, yet fo that the Divine Nature is 


chiefly tobe eyed and to be look'd upon as the 
principle or fountain, the humane Nature afford- 
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ingonly an #nferionr inftrumental concurrence, 
But why ſhould it be ſaid that all theſe are the 
reward of ChriSts death and ſufferings ? Had he 
not the Authority for all from his incarnation ? 
Did he not raiſe from the dead, and forgive ſins, 
and diſpenſe his grace and ſupernatural aſſiitan- 
ces betore he dyed?what one place of Scripture 
is there that ſayes, the power of forgiving ſins, 
or raiſing from the dead was areward of Chrifts 
death and ſufferinns ? And where did this Gen- 
tleman learn that all theſe things are cail'd the 
znterceſſion of Chri$t, and therefore call'd his in- 
rerceſſion becauſe founded on his expiation and 
ſacrifice ? Every thing that isa fruitof Chris 
znterceſſion 15 not preſently in Scripture called 
or to be called his interceſſion. And he writes 
very looſely and wildly , pag. 7. when having 
quoted Heb.g. 12. He adds, ſo that interceſſion 
ſronifies the admimitration of Christs Mediatory 
Kingdom, the vower of a Kegal Priest to expiate 
and forgive ſins. For ncithcr doth the interceſ- 
ſion of Chri5# ſo fignifie, nor if it did ſo fignifie, 
could ſuch a fignification be collected from thar

ſtinguiſh this ſecond acceptation of the word 
from the firſt, and make ſence of both, I think 
muſt be more ſubtile than Dettor Subrilss him- 
ſelf. What follows that, the Lord before his 
deſignation to the Office was publickly owned, 
was only call'd Feſws. Either I do not under- 
ſtand, orelſe it is very falſe, for when was oar 
Lords deſignation to his Office publickly owned ? 
A man would think by what is added that this 
Authour thought it was zor publickly owned, 
till he was rais'd from the dead. For theſe are 
his words, 1r the Goſpels which contain the Hi. 
Story of hzs life and death, he is called Feſtis al- 
wayes, becauſe all this time it was diſputed whe- 
ther he was the Chriftor no. Butl am ſure that 
the Goſpels contain the Hiſtory of his reſarre- 
tion, as well as of his /ife and death , and that 
he is notalwayes in the Goſpel called Feſus , but 
he is called Feſw#s ChriF in the very firit Verſe 
of St. Matthew's Gospel, and that he was called 
Chrift as well as Feſwus before his reſurrection, 
not only by his Diſciples,but by ſuch who had 
not courage or faith enough to become his Diſci- 
ples.

the Goſpels wereall written after the reſurre- 
fonof Chriſt , and one of them was written 
after all Pauſs Epiſtles were written , at

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on this perſwaſion and belief, that Zeſww was 
the Chriſt. 
Pag.g. He acquaints us, That Chriſt ſome- 
times ſignifies the Goſpel and Religion of Chriſt. 
I think in the Sacred Scripture it doth ſome- 
times ſo ſignifie, but wiſh he had not brought 


 Cel.2,8. as an inſtance of that fignification. 
The Socinians- would be glad to have it con- 


vincingly proved that the word Chrife is there 
Lſcd for Chriſt's Dofttrine and Religion , or 
Goſpel, for ſo they would have it to ſignihie , 
and thence they infer that the words in the 9th 
Verſe are not a ſufficient argument to prove

That God cannot forgive ſin without ſatisfatts- 
or, 1 did never yet believe, nor ſhall as I ſup- 
poſe ever be brought to believe. Yet I ſhould 
account I had made ſhipwrack of all Modeſty, 
if I ſhould be ſo hardy as to affirm this Notion, 
That Gods Juſtice cannot be diverted from fin- 
ners without the interpoſing of a Propitiation, 
is perfettly new. Many well acquainted with 
Natnre and Scripture, did in former Ages be- 
lieve, as alſo in this preſent Age many do ſtill 
believe, it implyes a contradiction, that the 
rational creature made under a Law with a

be ſomewht dulted, or made heavy, and if ſo, 
there be Phyſicians enow at London that can

help him. And for his encouragement you 
may tell him, that when Mr. W. D. was trou- 
bled with .an humour of making ſingular expo- 
ſitions of Scripture, Dr. Sim of Huntingdon 
gave him ſome Phylick, and the Phyfick' hav- 
ing wrought, the Gentleman wasas Orthodox, 
and expounded Scripture as ſoberly as ever he 
didin all his life, | 

But why dol adviſe this Gentleman to take 
Phyſick, his head is already marvellous clear, 
for he ſaith p, 197. That nothing is more eaſie 
to be underſtood than our Union and Communion 
with Chriſt, Heis an happy man indeed if he 
can underitand our Vnion and Communion with 
Chriſt, 4s eaſily as any other thing whatever. 
I ſuppoſe our Union with Chriſt, is that which 
the Apoſtle calls a great myſterir, and am apt 
to think that grear myſreries are not as eaſie ro 
be underſrood as any other things whatever, 
Certain 1 am, that our Vnien with Chriſt is an 
Union, and if itbe ſo, it cannot be very cafe to 
be underitood; let Mr. Sh. review his Aeta- 
phyſicks, and he ſhall find it as hard to attain toa 
clear and unexceptionable notion of Vn10n, as 
of any term, commonly called Tranſcendental. 
Shall I give another taſte what an admirable 
man Mr, Sb, ſeems to himſelf? King James bis 
Tranſlators ,, we alway took to be Learned 
.men, never did I hear modeſt man differ from 
them, ni prefers venia ; but this man of Cri- 
ticiſmes can find them rendring a place quite 
contrary to its fence, What placeis it ? verily 
Cel.2.3, Our Engliſh Tranſlation runs thus, 
In whom, or wherein, are hid all the treafyres 
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of Wiſdome and Knowledge, He faith this' is 
contrary to the ſence of the place, for it ſhould 
be, In whom are all hidden treaſures of Wiſ- 
dome and Knowledge. Many had before him 
ſuggeſted that the words are rather to be ren- 
dred this way; buthe is I hope the firit Bene- 
ficed Engliſh Proteitant that ſaid our . Engliſh 
Trenſlation is contrary to the ſence of the place. 
It is one thing not to bir the ſence of a place, 
another thing to give a tranſlation contrary to 
the ſence of a place. I would faign know what 
contrariety here is in our Tranſlation to the 
ſence of the place; for I doubt Mr. Sh. doth not 
well under{trnd what contrervety is, His P10- 
poſition, and the Propoſition of our Tranſla- 
ors may be hoth true, ſo cannot two contrary 
Propoſitions. Beſides, if a man ſhould bez fo 
rigid as to demand of him an argument why 
our Tranſlation is not to be followed, I] doubt 
he would be at a loſs.
